So.Uncle 
Nathaniel up on the Raymond farm in 
North Parish, being childless, left the 
estate to young ‘Ben and there with 
Elizabeth Clark, the Revolution found 
him ready for marine service. Spared 
by bullet, the-faial small pox took him 
while on furlough, and somewhere 
under the “‘Druid’s circle” of trees on 
the old estate, poor Ben is lying alone. 
His sister Hanna who married Capt. 
West of Marblehead was possibly the 
mother of Dea, Amos Abboit’s wife. 

‘Ben left 4034£ of which 998£ was 
real estate. The farm now desolate, at 
one time in the hands of 8. Raymond, 
became the prize farm of Essex Co. 
Ben’s pay was in continental money 


which bore a yearly interest of 106£' 


and I doubt if the heirs ever saw much 
of that. -The armor, gun, bayonet, 
cartridge box and sword came to ‘Jo- 
seph who married Susanna, daughter 
of Symionds Baker.

ANCIENT STUTTGART. 


Postal and Traveling Accommodations of 
the Old German City. 

-The post relations of ancient Stuttgart 

‘were unpretentious, The two maid- 

servants of the postmaster distributed 


through the city the daily letters, which 


they carried in the same basket with the 
family marketing. Letters were carried 
out of the city by postilions. There was 
a@ namber of couriers, and as a surety 
against mistakes there hung in the post 
office, beside the curious mail bags, a 
huge whip, with which, when the com- 
mission had been given to the courier, a 
powerful blow for the strengthening. of 
his memory was dealt him, 

Coaches and post wagons were inno- 
cent of any suggestion of comfort—a 
high, clumsy wooden box was secured 
by thick leathern straps, and in the 
cavernous bottom were confined together 
app and passengers. Up and down 

1, over rots and rocks, the cumbfcus 
véliicle rattled on its way, the hapless 
travelers being ever on the defensive 
against the assaults of tumbling boxes 
and bundles. And then the weary slow- 
ness of the way! Formerly the journey 
from Stuttgart to Tubingen was made 
in 12hours) The same journey is now 
madein_four hours. _The_postilions 
alighted tu take refreshments when it 
Pleased them, and one traveler has left 
a dismal record of a journey that he 
once made, during which the driver 
took the horses from the carriage and 
attached thém to a hay wagon that had 
been left mired in the mud. The man 
drove the wagon into the next village, 
and when there he joined the grateful 
neighbors in a carousal, while the tired 
Passengers languished on the dusty 
country road.—Elise J. Allen in Har 
per’s Magazine.

THEY DON’T LIKE PAPER. 


Savages at First Contact Regard the Fabric 
With Suspicion. 

When aavage people first come in con- 
tact with the whites, none of the won- 
ders that they see is regarded with more 
suspicion than large sheets of paper. 
The native is apt to regard paper asa 
sort of cloth, and the fact that it tears 
easily and is worthless for most of the 
purposes tu which cloth is put convinces 
him that it is a frand. 

One or two Kongo travelers told of 
the disgust with which the natives at 
first regarded paper. The Kongo tribes, 
by the way, are~on the~ lookout for 
sharpers, and it is exceeditigly hard 
work for anybody to sell them a bad 
quality of cutlery or cloth. Savages 
soon find, however, that paper is not in- 
tended to serve the purposes of cloth. 
Then they cease to look upon it asa 
fraud, but they do not think it ranks 
high among white man’s manufactures, 
and they bave little use for it. 

Some time ago a well known explorer 
was traveling in the interior of Queens- 
land, Australia, where he met many 
natives who had never seen a white man 
before. 

One day a crowd of natives was in 
the white man's camp carefully inspect- 
ing the explorer and his baggage when 
& newspaper happened to drop out of 
his pocket. 

The natives ‘unfolded and spread it 
out on theground. They decided that it 
must be an article of wearing apparel, 
and one of them ‘tried it on. He wrap- 
ped it round his shoulders like a shawl 
and sat down on the ground, arranging 
his covering this way and that and 
watching the faces of the crowd to see 
what they thought of ‘his elegant gar- 
ment, covered as it was with many 
thousands of curious marks. 

Presently,_however,.an-accident.hap- 
pened. While the savage was rearrang- 


; ing—hie-sbawl-and trying to bring the 


corners together in front of bim. the gar- 
ment began to tear at the nape of his 
neck. A how! from the crowd called at- 
tention to the disaster. The blanket, o1 
whatever it was, was evidently made of 
the poorest sort of material. 

The savage took .bis covering off, ex: 
amined the mischief he had wrought, 
made the tear a little longer and then 
with his finger poked a hole through 
the paper.

Partial Eclipse of the Moon. 


There was a partial eclipse of the moon 
Friday night between the hours of 6 and 

Being a lunar eclipse and only. partial, 
it was of mipor importance from the 
standpoint of scientific observation; and 
as only one digit (1-12) of the moon’s sur- 
face was obseured, it attracted little atten- 
tion from the non scientific public:

DIPLOMA IS USELESS. 


of this city must not practice medicine 
in thisstate. Theright to do so was 
denicd him sometime ago by the state 
board of registration of medicine, aud 
Judge Holmes, in the supreme court 
yesterday, affirmed the decision of the 
board by Uismissing the petition brought 
by Nolanfora writ of mandamus to 
compel the buard to give him a certifi- 
cate of registration. "Nolan, a minis- 
apparently 40 
years old, applied to the board Dec. 10, 
1894, fora certificate of registration, 
setting forth in his application that -he 
was a graduate of the college of medi- 
cine of Vermont, asserting that it was a 
legally chartered college having the 
power to confer degrees of medicine up- 
on graduates, and also that he 
had practiced continuously for 
three years in this state prior the 
passage of chapter 458 of the acts of 
1894, making it requisite for a physician 
to have a certificate of registration 
of medicine in order to prac- 
tice in the state. The board did 
not.ask tle applicant to furnish any 
evidence to substantiate the assertions 
made, but it subsequently denied the 


application on the ground that the ap- 


plicant was not a graduate of the col- 
lege from which he alleged he was 
graduated. Nolan then sought relief in 
the courts, by bringing a petition for a 
writ ofmandamus A hearing was given 
yesterday. Counsel for the board de-

FOR GETTING RID OF SNOW. 


SALEM, Jan. 12—A novel piece of roll- 
ing stock was turned out. at. the. Salem 
car shops yesterday, which is dosigned 
todispusé of the snow at the Boston 
union station and in the yards adjacent. 
The car resembles an old fashioned 
handtub. For years it has been the 
custom. of . the® track. men around the 
terminal to shovel the snow into the 
flat cars, from which it was dumped or 
8 oveled Overboard from the bridges a 
little way out. This new device is e@x- 
pected to hasten and make easy this 
work of clearing the yards after a fal 
ofsnow. ‘Ihe car, if car it may be 
called, rests upon four ordinary wheels, 
but sets very low, It lookalike a lon 
box, open at the top and wit 
vent: hdles in the bottom. Through 
the centre of the interior runs 
a long pipe with diverging arms 
and at frequent intervals throughout its 
entire length and that of the arms are 
small holes, When this car is attached 
toa shifting locomotive the pipe is con- 
nected by a flexible hose with a live 
steam coil intheengine. The snow is 
shoveled into the tox and quickly melt- 
ed, the water running out through the 
vent holes aud down between the ties of 
the bridge intotheriver. It is caleu- 
lated that this car can care for the snow 
faster than 25 men can shovel it in, and
